His 
replies were dear and forthright and, in almost 
ev ery instance, they were followed by outbursts 
of applause.

Nixon.” 
He conceded with a smile that he Is eight 
years older and “perhaps has acquired some 
more wisdom.”

Labor Solidly Behind HHH 


WASHINGTON, - It isn’t the money, it s the 
principals, in this presidential jamboree. Each 
cam paigner is dripping with cash. It can buy 
instant noise, instant demonstrations, instant 
speech 
writers 
and 
instant 
Ravel. 
But it can't buy an instant 
p o l i t i c a l machine. Today 
there are but two such cam ­ 
paign networks, the Republi­ 
can party’s, meshed around 
Dick Nixon, and organized la­ 
bor’s, already in ultra high 
gear for Hubert Humphrey 
Never, but never, in its pol­ 
itical history, has the labor 
Victor Riesel 
movement swung in so early and taken such 
chances on its future political strength. Reports 
are that even Walter Reuther has sent word to 
the vice president ‘‘not to worry.” 
The risk labor now takes in inherent in its 
willingness to stand up and be counted in an 
arena where it has never dared to fight public­ 


ly. 
And that’s in the battle for delegates to the 
Democratic National Convention. 
Always, labor has m ade a pretense of nonpar­ 
tisanship until the two party nominees were 
summoned to the howling, sweating convention 
halls. Alwavs, labor has merely lobbied in those 
convention halls. Always, afterwards, it has 
contentedly poured it on for voter registration 
and caravans to the ballot boxes. 
But now it has moved sm ack into the Demo­ 
cratic party. It is fighting for delegates — 
Humphrey delegates, of course It is proving. 
quite openly, that its machinery has replaced 
the old big-city Democratic machines except in 
a few urban centers such as Mayor Daley s 


principality. 


NEVER BEFORE has 
AFL-CIO President 
George Meany joined in a "Democrats f o r ------ 
campaign com m ittee” as he did last Thursday 
at the opening of the Humphrey headquarters 


here. 
This is more than a signal shot This is a 21- 
gun salute. This is the order to the rest of the 
m ovement to turn itself into a gargantuan polit­ 


ical machine. 
Those union chiefs who are running national 
conventions — and there are 40 such inst.int 
political platforms before the Democratic dele­ 
gates meeting in Chicago — will offer their po­ 
diums to Mr. Humphrey, the Cabinet and the 
President nimself. 
Editors, preparing those big officers’ reports 
to union convention delegates, have been to'd 
Humphrey is running, and to weave support of 
his candidacy and principles into the documents 
which must go to press long in advance of the 
conventions 
To som e of these conventions — such as the 
August Steelworkers’ gathering — will come as 
many as 3.000 delegages. They’ll a1! be activ­ 
ists. For the 40 gatherings, the total will com e 


to at least 100,000. not counting wives and staff 
members. 
Most will be in the field for Mr. Humphrey 
both before and after they m eet. It isn’t gener­ 
ally realized, but unions such as the Steelwork­ 
ers have 700 field organizers in regular contact 
with each local union. The auto workers has 
about the sam e staff. 


MR. MEANY HAS SAID there are 60.000 ac- 
tive locals. Each has a set of officers. So have 
the AFL-CIO’s 50 state bodies and some 800 city 
central labor units. 
They’ll be coordinated by a national I^ibor 
Committee for Humphrey, probably led by the 
Electrical Brotherhood s Joe Keenan, who was 
the advance man for the late Jack Kennedy and 
for President Johnson. Keenan, one of labor’s 
most loved leaders, can turn them out — and 
on. 
At the moment this machine is purring more 
quietly than the high-pitched, personal Kennedy 
steamroller, or the “youth m achine” of the lyri­ 
cal Gene McCarthy. And the Democratic politi­ 
cians know it. 
They are seeking the aid of these unions, not 
only in term s of money, manpower- and exper­ 
tise, but in term s of delegates. Virtually every 
politically sophisticated union leader has been 
asked to permit some of his people to go to the 
Democratic convention as delegates. 
One of tile most sought after is the Seafarers’ 
Paul Hall. He has kept his own delegation to 
the Democratic convention down to three But 
multiply this by 50 or 60 other unions, som e 
with memberships of over a million. 
It isn t only the union delegates who count in 
this operation In scores of cities, precinct lead­ 
ers of the ripped up Democratic party now 
know they must count on the unions for support 
in the congressional campaigns. So these pre­ 
cinct, county and state political leaders will 
swing with labor. 
And since labor is swinging with Hubert Hor­ 
atio Humphrey, the union chiefs believe they 
can swing the nomination to the vice president. 
If they fail, they’ll be waiting at the end of a 
very long line next winter when they wait to 
see the next president of the U.S. But that's the 
chance these very practical men now are will­ 
ing to take — for the first tim e.

DAVID LAWRENCE 
Nixon Scores 


Former Vice President Richard M. Nixon’s 
talk before the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors here caused quite a lot of comment. 
He spoke 
extemporaneously 
and 
answered 
questions posed by a panel of the editors. His 
rep'ies were clear and forthright and, in almost 
every instance, they were followed by outbursts 
of applause. 
Mr, Nixon's impromptu remarks on a variety 
of issues caused some of the editors — who had 
not seen him in action since the I960 campaign 
— to ask what he thought about the oft-heard 
remark in political circles that there is a “new 
Nixon ” 
He conceded with a smile that he is eight 
years older and “ perhaps has acquired some 
more wisdom .” 
Incidentally, the former vice president said 
he is in favor of a debate between presidential 
nominees. It is apparent that he has learned 
some lessons about this form of political cam ­ 
paigning which makes him eager to participate 
again in such a unique method of discussing the 
issues. 


PERHAPS TH E MOST significant observation 
that Mr. Nixon made was in connection with 
the Vietnam war He said it is a serious mis­ 
take for politicians in either party to make de­ 
rogatory statem ents about President Johnson’s 
negotiations with North Vietnam. 
He declared that this is a tim e of great deli­ 
cacy and that he would not make any criticisms 
or discuss the negotiations until they are con­ 
cluded He argued that the President is adopt­ 
ing the right course in trying to get truce talks 
going. 
Another interesting reply cam e from the for­ 
mer vice president when he was asked if he fa­ 
vors recognition of Red China. He said he 
doesn’t advocate any such action now and 
doesn t think that the United States should alter 
its course with respect to the aggressive acts 
which are being committed in Southeast Asia 
But he believes that, as the free countries of 
Asia are strengthened by the aid given to them 
by the United States, the Chinese on the main­ 
land will gradually change their course and be 
in favor of a peaceful policy toward their neigh­ 
bors and the world in general. 
Mr. Nixon probably drew the biggest ap­ 
plause when he declared that “ there cannot be 
order in a free society without progress, and 
there cannot be progress without order” in 
American cities. 


He said he is not one of those who propose 
merely the expenditure of more and more bil­ 
lions of public funds for urban areas as the sole 
means of curing the riots and disorders He is 
convinced that private industry, in co-operation 
with the government, can create jobs and train 
the unskilled 
He warned, however, that if too much money 
were spent and bigger deficits In the federal 
budget were created, more harm would come to 
the persons of lower income, particularly the 
Negroes. He continued: 
“I don't tell you today that, by spending a IOO 
billion or 150 or 200 billion, we can solve the 
Negro problem I do say that it is a problem, 
however, in which we are m aking progress and 
in which we need a far greater movement of 
the greatest engine of progress — private enter­ 
prise — into the action and moving away from 
government activity. 
And that is the direction in which I would 
move, and that will help. It m ay not promise as 
much, but it will proeuce a lot more than all of 
these government promises.” 


THE FO RM ER vice president got a big laugh 
when, during his opening remarks, he solemnly 
declared that he had an "announcement” to 
make He said: 
"I shall not seek and I shall- not accept m y 
party’s nomination” — then, 
after a slight 
pause, added, “for vice president of the United 
States." 
Mr Nixon touched on a variety of issues — 
including 
fiscal responsibility, inflation, riots 
and disorders Some of the editors, as they left 
the hall, commented that it w as one of the hest 
presentations of an informal nature they had 
ever witnessed in a cam paign year. 
The entire dialogue between Mr Nixon and 
the editors was carried locally on radio, but it 
certainly would have been of interest to a na­ 
tionwide television audience, too. 
If all the candidates for public office subject­ 
ed them selves 
to the 
kind 
of interrogation 
which the newspaper editors employed in quiz­ 
zing Mr Nixon, the American people would en­ 
joy the discussion They would learn far more 
about the candidate and his stand on issues 
than by hearing or reading a lengthy speech 
Mr. Nixon certain’y improved his image with 
the press by his talk to the editors of newspa­ 
pers from all parts of the country.

Bill Musselman of Ashland College, the main 
speaker at the Eastern Ohio Association of Booster 
Clubs Banquet Monday night in Martins Ferry, 
emphasized discipline as a factor in making a 
great basketball player.

The Ashland coach had said it takes great dis­ 
cipline and courage not to pass the ball or shoot 
too much. Cribbs said he thought it took more 
courage to pass the ball after it had been thrown 
away 49 times, as his team did one night. Cribbs 
is a leading exponent of the running style of 
basketball.

British Bill Looms As Law 
Banning Jobs, Housing Bias

LONDON (AP) - With the

bill to ban racial discrimination 
in jobs and housing appears cer­ 
tain to become law by summer 
The House of Commons gave 
the bill approval in principle 
Tuesday night, voting 313-209. 
auld sent it to committee for ad 
ditional study before it is pre­ 
sented for final passage. 
Twenty-five Conservatives ab­ 
stained rather than follow the 
party position and vote against 
the bill. It was another setback 
for the party leader. Edward 
Heath, already embroiled in the

the 
controversial 
speech Saturday by Enoch Pow­ 
ell. 
Heath fired Powell from the 
Conservative shadow Cabinet, 
calling the speech “racialist in 
tone and liable to exacerbate ra­ 
cial tensions.” Powell, a leader 
of the opposition party’s right 
wing, had called for a ban on 
further colored immigration and 
payments to induce the one mil­ 
lion nonwhites in Britain to re­ 
turn to their native lands. He 
called colored immigration “a 
match on gunpowder” and said 
“rivers of blood will eventually 
flow.” 
Powell listened from a back 


bench seat in Commons Tues­ 
day as Conservative leaders re­ 
buked birn in their speeches. 
But workers in half a dozen 
plants walked off their jobs in 
token support of Powell, aid 
more than 1.500 London long­ 
shoremen marched to the House 
of Commons 
to shout their 
agreement with him. 
Along with criticism of Pow­ 
ell, his party’s spokesman on 
r a c e relations, Quintin Hogg 
said the party opposed the anti­ 
discrimination bill because it 
felt it was too sweeping. He said 
the Tores want more exemp­ 
tions for “the small man.”

with an offer to set up an all- 
partv committee to study the 
working of the legislation after 
lit becomes law and recommend 
changes. 
The hill would bar discrimina­ 
tion in jobs, housing, public 
places, businesses, schools and 
colleges.

Both reports are available for 
public inspection at the offices 
of the county auditor and prose­ 
cuting attorney in the C o u r t- 
house. 
Miss Church said the county 
board minutes were well writ­ 
ten and complete and e a c h 
transaction of the board was 
carefully recorded. She n o t e d 
that no purchase orders were 
used by the office and advised 
the clerk they should be. Mc­ 
Bride said purchase o r d e r s 
are now being used. 
Miss Church’s report on Bea­ 
ver Local contains 21 pages. The 
district has six buildings in use 
—the high school and element­ 
ary school on Route 7 at Wil­ 
liamsport. and elementary build­ 
ings at Calcutta, Elkton, Ro­ 
gers and West Point. T h e r e 
are playgrounds at each school 
and a district bus garage. 
As rolling stock, the district 
had 33 buses, including IO pur­ 
chased during the audit period, 
and two pickup trucks. Thirty- 
one of the buses were used reg­ 
ularly and two served as spares. 


ALL RECORDS and accounts 
of the district were kept in neat 
and legible form, Miss Church 
said. 
Various funds were o v e r ­ 
drawn during the audit period, 
the examiner reported. These 
were the uniform school supply 
fund, the Title II fund and the 
Title III fund. Deficits ranged 
from $291 to $3,030. Miss Church 
said Ohio statutes make no pro­ 
vision for deficit spending. 
She said contracts awarded to 
certain teachers and supervis­ 
ors on several occasions pro­ 
vided for a lump sum travel 
allowance in addition to t h e 
stated salary. She cited an opin­ 
ion of the attorney general 
(1957) that travel expenses of 
school officers and employes 
may be paid a fiat rate based 
on average monthly expenses, 
but itemized statements are re­ 
quired. If the actual expenses 
do not equal the flat sum au­ 
thorized, then only actual ex­ 
penses may be paid, she ex­ 
plained. 
The records showed that the 
Board of Education on June I, 
1964, authorized the clerk to es­ 
tablish a uniform school supply 
fund and to transfer $3,700 from 
the general fund into it. This 
transfer was not made during 
the audit period, Miss Church 
said. The clerk was instructed 
to transfer the money, in com­ 
pliance with the board’s former 
action, to eliminate the deficit 
balance of that fund. 
Six lunchrooms, one in each 
building, were operated by the 
board. The district participated 
in the federal subsidy fund. 


EXAMINATION of the pay­ 
roll ledger revealed that 15 days 
sick leave a year (up to 90 days) 
were allowed for certified em­ 
ployes, but bus drivers a n d 
lunchroom employes received 
11(4 days per year. 
Miss Church called the clerk’s 
attention to an opinion of the 
attorney general (1967) holding 
that non-teaching employes un­ 
der contract are full-time em­ 
ployes and entitled to 15 days 
sick leave a year. 
Beaver Local, largest school 
district areawise in the county, 
had a faculty of 101 during the 
audit and employed 58 non - 
certified personnel.

The amount of tolerance f 0 r 
highly spiced foods varies wide­ 
ly from person to person and in 
the same person at different 
times in his life. 


Q — I have heard that raw 
cabbage juice will cure an ulcer 
but may cause stomach can­ 
cer. Is this true? 
A — Fresh cabbage j u i c e 
has been used in the treatment 
of peptic ulcer but has never 
gained wide acceptance. It will 
not cause cancer.
